The appoinlment of a CommiBsion to 
revjeo the Custom's Tariff is a step of tlio 
utmost importance to the welfare of this 
Colony; bnt that importance wiil depend 
very much upon the alterations snggefeted 
by the Commission. The question, how- 
ever, very naturally arises, "for whul 
purpose is the revision to be made?'' 
For the purpose of increasing or dimin*' 
ishing Ihtt revenue ? fof" the purpose of 
fostering our nascent and productive iii- 
dustrios? or, for the purpose of fostering 
and improving trade with foreign counx 
tries? If one of these designs be com- 
pletely carried out by the revisors, it must 
for the most part be detrimental to the 
ctherB. It is necessary, then, in revising 
the Tariff to consider the rcquircmeuls ol 
the whole Colony and to malio a TarifT to 
meet those reqairements. Wo liave been 
sirenuously advocating the seltlemect of 
farmers upon the lands of the Colony and 
the encouragement of various productive 
interests, having ii' view the increase of 
the wealth of the Colony, by the prevetis 
tionof the export of more than half a 
million of dollars annually for tho pur- 
pose of purchasing in a foreign market 
those things that we ought to produce 
ourselves, We believe that tho Tarifl' 
fct present roling has a tendency to en- 
courage that setllemont and tho increase 
and development of our local industrieSj 
but at the same time it is copabl^ of im- 
ptovement— as-, for instance, a reduction 
of the duty upon wheat for tho purpose 
of allowing the prrfitable production of 
floor, and the use of the secondary nrti- 
elea resulting therefrona for other pur- 
poses. Whilst, then, this portion of the 
Tariff tends to enrich the country, there 
is still another means of enabling the 
people of the Colony to make a profit and 
thus enable a greater number to livs in 
the land : we mean the allowing of the 
Importation of such goods as can be sold 
by the importers to foreigners at a profit, 
St a low rale, or, if possible, free 
from Oustoms doties. By such a 
system the conntry would be able to 
employ the capital of the producer and 
make a proSt thereon; Tho goods 
that can be sold to a foreign mar- 
ket are generally considered to be 
for the most part artiolea of Suropeau 
produotion, coming under the head of 
cloibing, dry goods, and hardvvurc, 
the importation of which will not do 
any injury to any of our growing in- 
doBtriflS, and oare most be taken that 
it shall not do so. There are other 
descriptions of European goods that 
can be sold; the«o can, however, bo 
CODveniontly purchased in bond ; but 
with regard to dry goods and harJ- 
-ware the case is different; they must 
in tho first plnco bo exposed lo ilio 
public gaze : and secondly, tho parcels 
imported containing a vast variety of 
articles would occasion groat incon- 
Tenionce to bo continually limiting forj 
opening and picking out tho arliclo 
required, tho incotiveuicnco and lo-^s 
of time being equivalent to iiioroas- 
ing the cost of tho goods, and would 
prevent their being sold at as small u 
figure as they olherwiso might be, and 
thus be destructive to trade. No mer- 
chant can take a customer into tho 
bonded warchoaso and show him all 
his goods. Wo know itiab when a 
bnyer goes into a shop to purchase a 
certain article, be ofton buys a grca! 
many others that ho sees, but which, 
before entering, bo either bad no in- 
tention of buying or did not know of 
their existence. To inoroase trade, 
restriotioDs must bo removed and the 
duties must bo reduced very greatly, 
say to 5 per cent. Anything loss would 
not produce the benefit docirod. Whoic 
the duty is rcducod to five per conl. it 
would bo woith Avliilo to coiifiilcr 
wholhor any bonding should tie al~ 
lowod save for tumporary purposes — 
Buoh as wlion tho iniporlor did not 
wish to pay the duly at tho rnoniont. 
Tho question of revenue lioro stops in 
and opposes a formidable obstacle, 
namely, tho roduoiion of the income ot 
the government. Tiie govorninoiil j 
mubt have an income. Wo beliovo ihat 
tho dry goods and hardware imported 
into this Colony during tho year 1808 
amounted in value to about halt a mil- 
lion of dollars, and tho duty reooivud 
tbefeon to about Hixty-nino thousand 
dollari ; that sixty. nine thousand dol- 
lars is rattier a Hcrious item to deal 
with, under tho present l*]xeciitivo and 
tho piesent system. Tho expen*o of 
government can turdly bo reduced so 
muob, and we do not believe that such 
a sum Conid be raised by increasing 
the Customs duties upon other ai ti- 
des. It live per cent, vvcro ch!m,od 
nnd no bonding nllowod, it is ovi'ieni 
thatat loasthalfu million dollars w irih 
more ot dry goods would have 'o bi< 
exported, paying ibe five per cent, in 
ord'- to keep tho iifb mo what it now 
is, ai,'! "his id oven taking into ooncid- 
oration ttio pn fit to ho obtained from 
iocreasod trafflo and !i flux ol parchaa- 
ersi wbo' wouid contribute to .tbe rev4- 



cnne in other ways. If these goods 
wore admitted free of duty tho revenne 

would suffer to tho tune of nearly 
$09,000. If. by reducing the duly to 
tivo per cenl. the trade with foreij>n 
ports would inoreaso so much, it is ev- 
ident that it would bo beneficial to tbn 
whole country, booaase the oonsura- 
ers in tho country would bo saving 
seven per cent, upon certain goods 
consumed ; but supposing tho irado 
did not quito roach tho amount, 
tho jieoplo would still bo saving and it 
would therefore bo bettor lor them to 
have another tax than the additional 
seven per cent upon their hardware and 
dry floods. It, is iruo that tho tho Cora- 
missio[icrs, well versed as they are in com 
mercial mutters, may bo able specially to 
siiy what particular goods are required 
lor export, and by alioriiig tlio TariEf to 
suit these iiarlir.ulurly, there might not ba 
any loss to the revenue, although trudu 
would be greatly bcneritted. It is a 
great pity that the drawback system is 
not now in force to show its working; but 
we have much faith in the Commissioners 
and believe they will do tho best and give 
satisfaction to tho wAoJe Colony and ei;eri/ 
interest in it. 



We would seoin lo bo more highly 
approciatod than wo over supposed 
Our Governor is apocially requirod lo 
submit all his logislativo measures to 
the censorship ot tho Homo Govern^ 
monl. Tho wonderlul capacity of tho 
Seoretary for tho Colonies is boyond our 
couoepiion, as ho can adminis'.or tho 
govornmontof a Colony with 180, UOO,- 
000 of inhabitants, and one having 
but 20,000, with equal precision. Still 
more extraordinary is liis marvollous 
por-ipecuity in singling out this plaoc, 
with about tho smallest population of 
any of Ilor Majesty's colonial posses- 
sions, for the particular display of his 
Colonial Ofiice formalities. It would 
appear, then, that our Governor ia a 
more poppet ; a kind of automaton 
that is worked by the inlrioato 
machinery of the office in Downing 
Street. The Secretary for tho Colon- 
ies is moie powerful and more autocru- 
tie than the Czar of all thoBuseius. 
He has the power to order the conquest 
of a nat'oa or to refuse his assent to a 
Drawbacks Bill and thus prevent tho 
salo of sundry invoices of goods toocr 
neighbors over the Sound. Prom what 
we can learn, however, from the jouriia's 
of other colonios lio docs not appear 
to exorcise so stringent a suporvisio i 
ovor any of ILor iMajosty's dopeiidon- 
cios as ho does hero; ho seoms to havJ 
mado this (Jolony a sort of a pot piny- 
thing On which ho trios hjw much 
absurdity lie can praotico on a small 
number of colonists before they can 
muster up courage to rosent suoli ill-, 
usage. That tho Governors usually 
appointed should be dunderheads no 
ono can bo surprised at, or that the 
oifioors sent oat to assist them shoald 
be perfectly ignorant of anything rc« 
latlog to govornraontal duties, in no- 
thing 10 call for remark. The SooroH 
lary lor the Colonies rotaios tho powur 
of governing the Colony himself ; 
thoroioio, the ofBoers here' are moro 
men ot straw required to fill neriain 
niches for tho sake of appearanco. 
youio people might think that the posi- 
tion of tho Govornor of a colony under 
such circumstances, did not imidy a 
situation to bo on vied ; in inot, raibor 
ono to be despised, bocauso we novcr 
nould HOO any dignity in a lay figure, 
mid ihe living white nr.iii lhai wuuld 
accept Huch a jiosl tor ihusike of being 
addi e.ssed as " Your Ex'j.dlonG} :i:id 
uiijoyiiig the cmolumonls, can bo little 
hotter than a t-jieci:! on of the genus 
7niil'i-ii--(C:-i. Sunsihle mon might Lok 
upon such ofliocra as occupying posi- 
ti'. us analogous to that of a chignon 
on a lady's head — as being moro f r 
ornament than use — and that Governors 
and their ollicial trains might bj 
abolished ullogotlier, liko tho olfioo of 
kings' fvjol. For inslanoo, a fow 
ohoscn citizens liko our Mayor and 
Town Council might as8o<nblo now 
and then and decide upon the advis- 
ability ot certain measures; having 
drawn thcra' up in proper form they 
could put thorn in the Post OQico ad~ 
dressed to tho Colonial OiBce and go 
about their bURinoss till thoy got an 
answer from Downing Street wiih 
poirnissiou to call their proposed 
measure law, or a decided nogativo ; 
and there woald be an end ot the mat- 
tor. Such un arrangement would very 
much simplify govornnieiit, and savo a 
very largo sum to tho Colony, whiuh 
iniglil bo applied to some usolul pur- 
poto. 'I'lioio are two very slroii;r 
reasons for such uimpliiloation of our 
Government; the first ia bo^au-<o wc 
are too poor to pay for the luxury ol 
mere show ; and tho second, biciuso 
the Sociotary for tho Colonies is more 
unkind to us than to any other colony. 
!Io is munl> moro [lariimlar in roquir-i 
h\' ull our Ordinances being soat to 
.liim before yre can turn them to ao- 
count; and then ho hd) sent Us u 
Governor and rotinuo on a moro ex- 
pensive scalo than wo ever inlondodj 
th(y are of top i^jo a quality for as.

good hoaaewife would call a useful 
article, and one that wocid assert his 
identity, hnvo an opinion of his own, 
and act it'i'^A and /or thn peoplo.

going will bo seen the very humiliating 
position tho apologists ot tho prosont 
Governor would pluco him. In lUoir 
eagerness to make a case tor him they 
would bring him into public contempt. 
That any gentleman of spirit would 
porniil himself to bo steered and driven 
like a velocipede, is too ridionlous, and 
It would be well if his Excellency took 
tho earliest opportunity ot convincing 
ihof-o who exprobK nucb opinions, ot 
tho e;,'rogioa!<nesa of ilieir error. Ll 
is tho mission of such people to croaLo 
dissension wherever thai h possible, 
bo it hetwron tho Government and the 
peoplo or between two portions of the 
sumo community. J^Jaluro fdnned 
tlioni to secrete and distribute vcrnoin, 
and for this purpose their nature is to 
orawl.
